The non-importation law would 
be also general, and the consequence would be 
that his Majesty’s subjects would get a great 
quantity of goods into the United States, but 
French subjects could not introduce any. 

Should his Majesty deem it proper to consid- 
er the non-intercourse law in the hgh. of a mu- 
nicipal regulation, which the United States had 
aright to establish, and not as a measure of 
hostility, lam persuaded that it would not be in 
the power of any party in this country even if 
they wished it, to bring on a war with Great

We are informed that on the 24th June, 1810 
the United States brig Vixen, Lieut. ‘Vrippe, car. 
rying fourteen guns, on her way to New-Orleans 
under orders from our government, near the Ba. 
hamas was, in a wanton and unprovoked manner 
fired into by the British sloop of war, the Mo. 
selle, capt. Boyce, rating 20 guns, 32 pounders— 
a 32 pound shot carried away the main boom of 
the Vixen within a short distance of col. Poin- 
dexter, & member of congress, who, with his 
family, had taken Passage on board on his re- 
turn from Congress; and a splinter from the 
boom wounded slightly Mr. Rodney, son of the 
attorney general of the United Srates, who like- 
wise was on his way to New-Orleans. 

The subjoined extract of a letter from a gen- 
tleman of great respectability on board4he Vixen 
to his friend in this city will give a detail of cir- 
cumstances ; and on the conduct of Lieutenant 
Trippe, We will forbear to make a comment, be- 
cause, in our war with ‘Tripoli, this officer signa- 
lized himself; but more especially as «e are in- 
formed that he has been ordered by the Secreta- 
ry of the Navy to repair immediately to Washing- 
ton, for the purpose of an enquiry into his con- 
duct, in not returning the fire of the Moselle. 

“On the 24th inst. (June) an occurrence took 
place which was equally unpleasant and unex 
pected. The character of the affair, however, 
corresponds with the treatment which we have 
so often received from the British naval com- 
manders on former occasions. The Moselle, a 
20 gun brig, carrying 32 pounders, was lying at 
anchor under the Stirrup Ray, near the Bahama 
Bank. The Vixcn approached her under full 
sail, with her pendent and ensign hoisted. The 
commander of the Moselle hoisted French co- 
lors, and exhibited several private signals. Capt. 
Trippe, on perceiving a boat which he supposed 
wished to speak his vessel, hauled up and receiv- 
ed the otticer, who requested him to go down to 
the British vessel. With this request Cap’. 
Trippe deciined a compliance,furnishing the offi- 
cer, at che same time, with the name of the ves- 
sel, and her destination. Captain Boyce, who 
commands the Moselle, fired a shot at us as we 
passed, which captain Trippe considered as an 
intimation, that he wished to speak with us. Sev- 
eral iausket balls were fired from the boat into 
the vessel; and at the very moment the British 
officer was politely received on board the Vixen, 
and before he bad taken 4 memorandum of the 
reply, Which was given by captain Trippe to the 
message Which was delivered—Captain Boyce 
fired avound shot, which came over the quarter 
deck, snd penetrated the maim boom of the Vix- 
en. Cap:. Trippe immeditely discharged the 
British officer, ad prepared for action. The 
English brig slipped her cable, and got under 
Way Menacing an ati ick on our ESSE l. So soon 
as she approached wittt:n a proper distance, cap- 
tain Trippe despaicned ra boat, W th his first ticu 
tenant, to demend of the British officer an expla- 
nation of hiseonduct, who sent his heut. on board 
the V xen, with various apologies, which were 
not understood im a satistactory manner ; and 
captain Trippe addressed a note to captain 
B..vce, requiring a written statement of the rea- 
sons which had induced him co fire two shot a 
hus vessel. Captain Boyce returned for answer, 
that he recognized, with pleasure, the exisiting 
amity between the two countries, and was ex- 
tremely sorry for having fired at us——' hat the rea- 
sons which induced him co fire, were, that he 
could not distinguish our colors, and saw no pre- 
parations for taking in sail—that he had been in- 
formed that two French privateers were hting 
out inthe U.S, and supposed we might probably 
be one of them. He also pledged his honor that, 
his shot was aet aimed at our vessel, Phe ex- 
planation was deemed by capt. Prippe, Tepe 2n 3 
to prevent any furthe -confiict ; and we instant y 
made sail, and proceeded on our course. i he in- 
jury which we sustained was trifling. Mi. tod-

Extract of a letter from an officer on board the 
U. 8. brig Vixen, 

U. States brig Vixen, 

Havunna, June 29, 1810. 
_ Onour passage, on Sunday 24th inst. we fell 
in with his Majesty’s brig Moselle, of 22 guns, 
commanded by capt. Boyce, laying at anchor un- 
der the Sturup Ray, (one of the Berry Islands.) 
On passing her she fired a run, and sent a boat 
off, as we supposed to speak us. We hauled 
up for the boat; and as soon as the officer came 
on board, he said the captain of the brig wished 
us io 0 down to him. Capt. Trippe said, he 
would inform him who he was, (which he did) 
but could not go down. At that moment a se- 
cond shot was fired, which came over the guar- 
ter deck, and shot away our main-boom. The 
captain immediately despatched the officer to 
his own vessel to inform him he could speak 
only by broadsides—the word ws, “ in all stud- 
ding sails, royals, &c. beat to quarters.”—We 
an down along side of her, and were expecting 
the words, “ blow your match, fire’—when the 
Briton said he would send his firs: Licutenant 
on board of us—He came. The Lieutenant said, 
his reasons for firing were, that he could not see 
our colors—that he saw no preparations on 
board the Vixen for taking in sai—that he was 
intormed of two French brigs fiting out of the 
U. States—that he was desirous of speaking us. 
Not understanding this as coming directly from 
his commander, and consideringthe insult given 
too great thus to look over, Capt. T. sent our 
first Lieutenant on board to demand from the 
captain a written explanation, which he gave ; 
and which was couched in mighty civillanguage, 
wherein he disclaimed having aimed at the brig 
Vixen, and so forth. Thus ended our fight.— 
The Attorney General’s son received a cut in 
the lip, and I got my face scratched from a splin- 
ter—none others were wounded.

To amend the several Laws relative to Fires. 
Passed the 16th of day July, 1810. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Commonaity of the city of Albany, in Com-
